PROPOSE INCREASE IN TOWNS SEWER COSTS 


When the Town of Wilmington vo~ 
ted for sewerage, in the Southern 
Industrial District, back about 1958 
it was told in Town Meeting that 
there would be no expense to the 
town, in future planning. At that 
time it was clearly indicated that 
the sewerage was planned only for 
the South Industrial district for at 
least 10 years, and the residents 
of far districts should entertainno 
hope of immediate sewerage to 
their parts of town. 

There was no discussion in the 
Town Meeting of Betterment Al- 
locations, but the Town Manager 
was told by the firm of Whitman & 
Howard, of Boston, that a good fi- 
gure would be ‘20%’ for the town, 
and the remainder, 80% for the 
abuttors. 

The Town Manager was also told 
that there would probably be an 
offsetting Federal grant, which 
could be used to reduce costs, if 
and when the town ever decided to 
expand its sewerage system, 

Monday night, in the Civil Defense 
Meeting Room, in the basement of 
the Town Hall, the recommenda- 
tions were changed, by the same 
firm that made the original set. 
Subsequently, a change in the law 
under which the Wilmington sewer 
department operates was made, so 


that the town would be under obli- 
gation to pay no more than 5-%, 

Monday night, inthe Civil Defense 
Room of the Town Hall, Selectmen, 
Finance Committee members and 
a member of the Planning Board 
were present to hear a talk on the 
Betterment Assessments on pro- 
posed sewers, by the firm of Whit- 
man & Howard, 

The meeting was called by Town 
Manager Cecil Lancaster.

New teaching techniques and cur- 
ricula are being introduced into 
the nations schools, particularly 
so in physics, in which area only a 
fraction of the schools ofthe coun- 
try offer such new courses, 

The Physical Science Study Com- 
mittee, begun in 1956, includes 
school and college teachers in Phy- 
sics, including the faculty of MIT, 
The PSSC presents annual insti- 
tutes, rigorous courses, generally 
presented inthree parts, They have 
been held at Princeton University, 
Bowdoin College, Tufts University 
and Salem State College, 

During the past summer two such 
institutes were sponsored by the 
Massachusetts Department of Edu- 
cation at Wayland and Marblehead, 

Dr Elene W Farello, head of the 
Science Department at Wilmington 
High School, attended the Institute 
at Marblehead, where she received 
instruction in Part I of the course 
from Edward G Colby, who taught 
the PSSC course at Salem State 
last winter, She was the only woman 
enrolled in the class of sixteen 
teachers, 

She intends to pursue Parts Iand 
Ill, and as a result hopes to intro- 
duce a new type of physics course 
into Wilmington High School within 
the next few years,
